That, de­ 
spite the fact that numerous newspa­ 
per and magazine articles and edito­ 
rials have been published and many 
sermons have been preached deplor­ 
ing tha suicidal tendency among the 
youths of the land and seeking to ar­ 
rive at an explanation of the whys and 
wherefores. 
Obviously no explanation is needed 
if the number of suicides is not extra­

In other words, no one has oc­ 
casion to get excited and jump at the

Chang Opposes Foreign Troops. 
(Copyright, 1927, By International 
News Service.) 
PEKING, April 6.—While deeply 
hostile against the Bolshevists, never­ 
theless Marshal Chang Tso-Lin re 
gards the sending of large forces of 
British 
reinforcements 
and 
other 
troops Into North China as an un­ 
welcome act, the Manchurian wrar 
lord declared in an exclusive interview 
with International News Service today. 
“I have the situation well In hand," 
said Marshal Chang, who commands 
the northern army defending Peking. 
“The Cantonese cannot proceed north­ 
ward. 
Therefore additional foreign 
garrisons are not needed. 
“I am ready to mobilize additional 
troops in Manchuria if the powers will 
back me morally against the Bolshe­ 
vists. 
A clash between Chinese and 
foreign troops is a calamity I wish to 
avoid." 
Foreign military observers charac­ 
terize Marshal Chang’s statement as 
his “public attitude", declaring that 
the war lord would privately welcome 
strengthened 
foreign 
garrisons 
In 
North China, lf troops were sent In, 
not in the guise of intervention but 
merely to guarantee safe and free exit 
to foreign residents from Peking to 
Tlen-Ts1n. 
The United States garrison at Tlen- 
Tsin has not been strengthened, re­ 
maining at its old strength of two 
battalions. 
So far as known no ex­ 
traordinary orders have been received 
by the American forces at Tien-Tsln.

Workers, and S. H. Robbins, of Cleve­ 
land. president of the Ohio Coal Op­ 
erators’ association. 
Little hope remained that the miners 
and mine owners could be brought to­ 
gether in a conference 
for 
settling 
differences. 
The mines, as a resul., 
will be shut down for at least several 
months, according to general opinion. 
Operators’ Letter. 
The position 
of the 
operators Is 
made clear in a letter which Robbins 
sent Hall late yesterday afternoon. He 
said in part: 
“Any conference between the coal 
miners and operators of the state of 
Ohio that does not take into consider­ 
ation competitive conditions would, as 
I have stated to you before, be futile. 
I am sorry that you and your mem­ 
bers are not willing to participate In 
a conference that will consider com­ 
petitive conditions in an effort to for­ 
mulate a wage scale for the mines of 
Ohio. 
“I think you will also agree with mo 
that it is very Important that 
any 
wage scale that it might be possible 
to agree niton should bo continuous 
so that the coal consuming public can 
have the assurance of a regular and 
continuous supply of fuel.” 
• 
Cite Non-Union Figures. 
The Ohio coal 
bureau today an­ 
nounced figures in support of Its con­ 
tention that miners in non-union dis­ 
tricts have been receiving steadier em­ 
ployment and more aggregate wages 
than those in union sections. 
The 
statistics concern Kanawha mines In 
West Virginia, which were operated 
by union men in 1921 and subsequent­ 
ly became non-union. 
The figures show that the average 
yearly income of mine workers was 
$1,367.25 during the union period and 
$1,739.93 during the non-union: that 
the average union coal cutter receiv­ 
ed $2,111.70 yearly and the average 
non-union coal 
cutter 
received $3,* 
148.32. 
Robbins, In commenting on these 
figures, said: 
“It shows conclusively that if Ohio 
miners will accept a competitive wage 
scale, the operators will be able to 
furnish steadier employment, enabling 
these men to earn 
annually much 
more money than they have been able 
to earn during the spasmodic operat­ 
ing period of the last three years." 
He concludes: 
“Unless the miners agree to meet 
the operators on a fair basis so that, 
the mine owners can operate 
their 
mines In competition with mines south 
of the Ohio river, It will be useless 
to attempt to operate and useless to 
discuss it.”

POWDER BLASTS 
IN OHIO FIRE 
IMPERIL MANY 


w i n d o w s Broken as 
Blaze Rages in 
Cleveland. 


$100,000 
D A M A G E 


Flames Sweep Powder 
Plant, Threaten A d­ 
joining Places. 


CLEVELAND, April 5 —A series of 
explosions at the East End plant of 
the Ohio Bronze 
Powder 
company 
early today 
Imperiled 
many lives, 
drove several persons from adjacent 
apartments 
into 
the 
streets 
and 
smashed scores of windows and sky 
lights in the immediate neighborhood. 
Several persons were cut by broken 
glass. 
The blasts were caused by streams 
of water from firehose striking powr- 
der, according to Assistant Fire Chief 
Nimmo. 
Damage was estimated at between 
$75,000 and $100,000. 
For a time the flames threatened 
the adjoining plant of the Jordan Mo­ 
tor company and other manufacturing 
plants. 
Apartment buildings nearby 
were also threatened and several fam­ 
ilies had prepared to remove their 
furniture when the blaze was brought 
under control. 
Lightning Blamed. 
Fireman George Lace was taken to 
a hospital to be treated for injuries 
sustained in fighting the fire. 
One 
blast after another caused a severe 
handicap to the fire fighters. 
At one 
time more than a score of firemen 
were hurled to the ground by a ter­ 
rific triple blast. 
Lightning during an early morning 
electrical storm 
is believed respon­ 
sible for starting the fire. 
The powder plant fire was Cleve­ 
land’s second 
serious conflagration 
within 12 hours. 
Late yesterday the 
second floor of the Hickox building 
in the heart of the business section 
was sw'ept by a blaze which caused 
estimated damage of $30,000. Traffic 
w'as tied up for over an hour.

Evacuate Chang-Sha. 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—The Chi­ 
nese situation, as it affects safety of 
foreigners, assumed an alarming as­ 
pect today on the basis of additional 
reports from Admiral C. S. Williams, 
commanding the Asiatic squadron. 
Evacuation of Chang-Sha in western 
Honan province, is being hastened be­ 
cause of labor and anti-foreign agita­ 
tion, Admiral Williams reported, and 
the American 
consulate there will 
close Thursdey, ten days earlier than 
previously planned. 
The attack on Japanese sailors at 
Hankow, resulting in the killing of 
three of them, show’s indications of 
having been 
“deliberately’ 
planned 
and pre-arranged," Williams reported. 


Chang Opposes Foreign Troops. 
(Copyright, 1927, By International 
News Service.) 
PEKING, April 5.—While deeply 
hostile against the Bolshevists, never­ 
theless Marshal Chang Tso-Lln re­ 
gards the sending of large forces of 
British 
reinforcements 
and 
other 
troops Into North China as an un­ 
welcome act. the Manchurian war 
lord declared in an exclusive interview 
with International News Service today. 
“I have the situation well In hand/’ 
said Marshal Chang, who commands 
the northern army defending Peking. 
“The Cantonese cannot proceed north­ 
ward. Therefore additional 
foreign 
garrisons are not needed. 
“I am ready to mobilize additional 
troops in Manchuria if the powers will 
back me morally against the Bolshe­ 
vists. 
A clash between Chinese and 
foreign troops is a calamity I wish to 
avoid.” 
Foreign military observers charac­ 
terize Marshal Chang’s statement as 
his “public attitude”, declaring that 
the war lord w’ould privately welcome 
strengthened 
foreign 
garrisons 
in 
North China, lf troops w’ere sent in, 
not in the guise of Intervention but 
merely to guarantee safe and free exit 
to foreign residents from Peking to 
Tien-Tsln. 
The United States garrison at Tien- 
Tsin has not been strengthened, re­ 
maining at its old strength of two 
battalions. 
So far as known no ex­ 
traordinary orders have been received 
by the American forces at Tien-Tsin.

Seek Appropriation 
For Extension Work 


County commissioners were asknd 
Monday afteruoon to set aside an ap­ 
propriation of 53,500 
for 
extension 
work and including the salary and ex­ 
pense of a home demonstration agent 
for this county when a delegation met 
with the commissioners in comme n 
pleas court No. I.

Willis Boone, deputy state m aster 
of the grange of this county also spoke 
in favor of the proposition, as did Roy 
Whinnery of Butler township and Bar 
nett Graham. 
The county now contributes £1.500 
annually to the support of the county 
agent under existing laws.

American sentiment generally seems to recognize that as 
matters stand, all our government is called upon to do is to afford 
whatever protection it can give to American citizens in China, 
help them to get away from the danger zone and insist that China 
do what she can to make amends and treat our people better here­ 
after. 
America interests in China at present arc small, but may be­ 
come great, An aggressive attitude on our pail at present would 
merely help pull other nations* chestnuts out of the Chinese fire 
and put us in bad with a nation whose friendship will be import­ 
ant in the future.

Steel Flouses 
Edison’s idea of “poured” concrete houses is being surpassed 
by an idea still more modern. 
It is nothing less than standard­ 
ized houses of steel. 
A type now being built in Germany is circular, with a steel 
framework surmounted by a dome-like structure, the whole so 
light that it weighs only a few tons. The outer walls consist of 
two-inch slabs of insulating material, and are screwed to the steel 
frame. The entire construction is said to take only a couple of 
weeks. 
An English manufacturer is building another type in Glasgow. 
for his workmen there. The walls are felt-lined steel plates, on a 
wooden frame, and can be assembled in a few hours. I he outside 
is painted to resemble brick or given a thin veneer of artificial 
stone. 
There is no telling how far th6 movement will go, in this age 
of steel. A few yearn ago the idea of steel furniture and inside 
trim for office buildings was scoffed at, and look at our office 
quarters and equipment now. 
Steel as material for homes is not very appealing so far, but 
that is probably an artistic problem more than anything else. 
Make steel houses attractive, either concealing the steel or recog­ 
nizing it as respectable building material and frankly making the 
best of it, and then the public attitude may change. It will help 
greatly if our metallurgists can realise their ideal of a rustless 
steel, or a cheap alloy that will not rust or stain.

Chang Opposes Foreign Troops 
(Copyright, 1927, By International 
News Service.) 
PEKING, 
April 
5.—While 
deeply 
hostile against the Bolshevists, never­ 
theless Marshal Chang Tso-Lln re 
garda the sending of large forces of 
British 
reinforcements 
and 
other 
troops Into North China as an un­ 
welcome 
act. the 
Manchurian 
war 
lord declared in an exclusive interview 
with International News Service today. 
"I have the situation well In hand,” 
said Marshal Chang, who commands 
the northern army defending Peking. 
"The Cantonese cannot proceed north­ 
ward. 
Therefore 
additional 
foreign 
garrisons are not needed. 
"I am ready to mobilize additional 
troops in Manchuria lf the powers will 
back me morally against the Bolshe­ 
vists. 
A clash between Chinese and 
foreign troops is a calamity I wish to 
avoid.” 
Foreign military observers charac­ 
terize Marshal Chang's statem ent as 
his "public attitude”, declaring that 
the war lord w’ould privately welcome 
strengthened 
foreign 
garrisons 
In 
North China, lf troops wrere sent in, 
not in the guise of intervention but 
merely to guarantee safe and free exit 
to foreign residents from Peking to 
Tien-Tsin. 
The United States garrison at Tien- 
Tsin has not been strengthened, re­ 
maining at its old strength of two 
battalions. 
So far as known no ex­ 
traordinary orders have been received 
by the American forces at Tien-Tsin.
